two Wilmington plants 


Employees at two industries in south 
Wilmington took to the picket lines on 
Friday in two unrelated strikes. 

At NAPA auto parts warehouse on 
Woburn Street some 70 warehouse 
workers struck for higher pay and other 
issues. Members of the United Auto 
Workers, local 1596, they are picketing 
in six shifts. 

Local 1569 Chairman Richard 
Geldart said that other issues at stake 
were mandatory overtime and 
vacations. The wages were not too far 
apart in negotiations, he said. 

NAPA spokesman Bob Breci said 
that he had no estimate as to the possi- 
ble duration of the strike. He said that 
the next negotiation session was set for 
Friday. 

Geldart said that teamsters were 
respecting their picket line, which shut 


off incoming parts to the warehouse.

New water rates 
in Wilmington 

Water rates are being reduced, in 
Wilmington, for the families which do 
not use much water. . The new rate 
becomes effective on January first. 
Families which do not use over 1200 
cubic feet of water in a quarter-year 
will be charged $8.40 per quarter. This 
is a reduction of $2.85 from the present 


charges. 

There will also be a reduction for 
families which use less than 3100 cubic 
feet in a quarter, but it will not be the 
same proportion. The 3100 cubic foot 
mark is the “break-even point. Over 
that the rates increase. Those who are 
using 3200 cubic feet or more, per 
quarter year, will be paying higher 
rates than formerly. 

The new rates are the result of a year 
long study by the firm of Coffin and 
Richardson, Inc. of Boston.
